They Receive and Pass upon

Find Ways to Give San Bruno Park a 
School District of Its Own—Grant 
a Number of Licenses 

The Board of Supervisors held ils 
regular meeting in Redwood City last 
Monday and before the day was over 
had found ways and means to give 
San Bruno Park a school district of its 
own. There was some doubt at first 
as to whether the district could be 
formed at this time of the year, but all 
doubt was laid aside at the meeting 
Monday, and the petition went through 
without a question. 

The growth of population in the 
northern end of the country has been 
so great and rapid, that Justice of the 
Peace McSweeney desired the super¬ 
visors to act as a board of arbitration 
and settle a question which had agitat¬ 
ed him considerably. This was whether 
his salary was commensurate with the 
position he held as the dispenser of 
justice, and this could be easily settled 
by the board making an estimate of 
populat ion at the rate of 5 to one register¬ 
ed voters making the township popula¬ 
tion 4,405. As only 5,500 population is 
required to justify the salary of Justice 
of the Peace being $75 per month. Mr. 
McSweeney beleived that he was en¬ 
titled to that sum. The board agreed 
with him and the estimate was auth¬ 
orized and it is now up to the Auditor.

Several cars and a locomotive com¬ 
posing part of work train filling in one 
of the swamps on the Bays bore cut-off 
slid into the bay Sunday afternoon and 
it was only after hours of hard labor 
that they were lifted from their watery 
grave and dragged to a place of safety.

Governor Gillett declares that the 
state department of foresty is useless, 
has been no good and that he will put 
it out of business in his own way. In 
speaking of the matter he said: “I am 
disgusted with the forestry department. 

I think it is doing no good in return for 
the money that has been expended. 

Why, only to-day a bi 11 came in for my 
approval for over $260 expended in a 
t rip to Hu lnboldt and Medocino coun ties 
for the purpose of studying the lumber¬ 
ing methods of to-day and comparing 
them with methods employed years ago. 
Now, what good does the state derive 
from the expenditure of this money? 

“No. 1 shall not ask that the depart¬ 
ment be abolished, but 1 will not ap¬ 
prove of any appropriations the legis¬ 
lature may pass for its maintenance. 
They have had several Dills introduced 
asking for more than $20,000, and all 
this money, if put up, will be expended 
foolishly. What forests has the state 
which need protection? All the large 
forest areas in California have been put 
into the federal forest reserves, and 
then all that were taken up before the 
reserves were started are owned by 
companies and individuals. The federal 
service patrols and protects its reserves 
by employing wardens and forest 
supervisors, and the lumber companies 
also take means to protect from fire. 
Then these wardens which the depart¬ 
ment would have appointed and paid 
by the state would lie utilized to protect 
a small area of grass and brush land or 
the reserves of the Goverment and 
and private lumber companies. 

“I think the department is useless 
and therefore will not do anything to 
keep it in existence. I do not ap- 
prove of keeping any useless depart¬ 
ments for the state to maintain.” 

State Forester G. B. Lull was seen but 
refused to talk.—Sacramento Union, 
February 20.

JAPS LEAVE NORTHERN ROADS. 


Hundreds of Japanese Coming to 
California From Washington. 

Bellingham, Wash., March 8 .— 
Tempted by the big demand and 
higher wages for this class of labor 
in California, the Japanese railway 
laborers who were placed on the Hill 
lines throughout Washington a few 
years ago, are leaving for the south 
by hundreds. This exodus has crip¬ 
pled the railways somewhat, hut the 
companies are now importing ne¬ 
groes from Missouri and Tennessee 
to take the places of the Japanese. 
Eight hundred colored workers have 
already arrived and have been placed 
on thf Great Northern and North¬ 
west Washington. In all 2,000 ne¬ 
groes will be brought, to this State 
by the Hill companies. The men 
are paid $2 per day while the Jap¬ 
anese received $1.30. Maintenance 
of way foremen declare the negroes 
accomplish twice as much as the 
Japanese.

New York, March 8 . —Dr. Alex¬ 
ander Lambert, of this city, who has 
several times attended the children 
of President Roosevelt, was hastily 
summoned to Washington by a mes¬ 
sage informing him that the Presi¬ 
dent’s son, Archie, was worse.

“Come at once. Archie has had 
a turn for the worse.” 

Dr. Lambert left for Washington 
at once. Archie Roosevelt Is ill 
with diphtheria.

‘‘Archie has had a severe attack of 
diphtheria. He has done well until 
today, when there was a short spell 
of depression, with weak heart 
action Thia. however, quickly re¬ 
sponded to stimulation. The case Is 
again doing well, and is considered 
favorable.”

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SOLDIERS DESERT THE HONDU¬ 
RAN FORCES AND PRESI¬ 
DENT TAKES TO FLIGHT. 


Honduran Revolutionists Have 
Taken Possession of a Great 
Number of Towns. 


Managua, Nicaragua, Marcu 8.—It 
is reported here that Honduran revo¬ 
lutionists have taken possession of 
the towns of Morolica, San Antonio 
de Los Flores, San Ludas, Guinope, 
Yuiscaron, Danlian and El Paraiso. 
Many volunteers are joining the rev¬ 
olutionists, as a result of the re¬ 
verses to the Honduran army under 
President Bonilla. President Bo¬ 
nilla hurriedly abandoned Teguci¬ 
galpa and went to Choluteca, where 
his only army is concentrated. The 
Honduran troops are reported to be 
deserting. 


Heavy Losses Suffered. 

San Salvador (Republic, of Salva¬ 
dor), March 7.—A message has been 
received from General Manuel Bo¬ 
nilla, President of Honduras, from 
Choluteca, a strongly fortified town 
sixty-eight miles south of Tegucialpa, 
as follows: 

“One of the Honduran scouting 
parties attacked the enemy Wed¬ 
nesday at Namasiquo, In Honduras, 
close to the Nicaraguan frontier. The 
Honduran troops occupied three ad¬ 
vanced positions and compelled the 
enemy to abandon the town. The 
enemy was then repulsed from the 
heights, with heavy losses.” 

STAND BY UNWRITTEN LAW 


Jury Acquits Two Brothers Who) 

Killed Betrayer of Their Sister. 

Culpepper, Va., March 8.—After 
being out an hour and a half the 
jury in the case of James and Philip 
Strathers, on trial for the murder of 
William Bywaters, returned a ver¬ 
dict of not guilty yesterday. 

Judge Harrison addressed the jury 
as follows: “Gentlemen of the Jury, 
I thank you for a verdict which I 
think will be approved by the public. 
It is an established precedent in the 
State of Virginia that no man tried 
for defending the sanctity of his 
home should be found guilty.” 

William Bywaters was one of tb~ 
popular young men of this part of 
Virginia. He wronged * iola Stroth¬ 
ers, whom he had known irom baby¬ 
hood, and took her to Washington. 
Upon her return home her brothers 
began an investigation. They fast¬ 
ened the guilt upon Bywaters and he 
confessed. At the point of revolvers 
they forced him to marry his victim 
while she lay at the point of death 
in the home of her parents. A few 
minutes after the marriage ceremony 
Bywatera attempted to desert his 
bride and was shot to death by the 
Strothers brothers on the roof of a 
porch outside the bedroom. He had 
ten bullets in his body. 


Adams Jury Unable to Agree. 

Wallace, Idaho, March 8.—The 
Jury in the trial of Steve Adams, 
charged with the murder of Fred 
Tyler, after being in deliberation 
since 11 o'clock Wednesday morning, 
last night announced that it was im¬ 
possible to agree upon a verdict and 
was discharged by Judge Woods. 

The jury for many hours stood 
seven for conviction and five for ac¬ 
quittal and it was only on the last 
ballot that the jurymen stood evenly 
divided. Adams will be tried again. 


Protest Against Seating Smoot. 

Salt Lake, Utah, March 8.—An 
immense mass meeting held at the 
Salt Lake Theater last night under 
the auspices of the American party, 
protested against the action of the 
United States Senate in seating Sena¬ 
tor Reed Smoot. Former Senator 
Frank J. Cannon was the principal 
speaker. 

Gates Drops Millions. 

New York, March 8.—It was de¬ 
clared last night that John W. Gates 
had dropped |3,000,000 in the pre¬ 
vailing slump in stocks in Wall 
street. 


Berlin, March 8.—Eugene Kupice, 
a chorus singer of the Royal Opera, 
became suddenly demented at a con¬ 
cert given in the palace last night, at 
which all the Ambassadors and most 
distinguished persons in official life 
were present. During a pause, while 
refreshments were being served, a 
drum was beaten, giving the military 
signal to “assemble.” 

The guests hurried to their seats 
and the Emperor, who was much as¬ 
tonished, asked the conductor, Rich¬ 
ard Strauss, why the signal was 
given. Strauss explained that it was 
the act of an insane person, who had 
been forcibly removed. 


Says Immigrants Landed Legally. 

Washington, March 8.—A state¬ 
ment was issued by the Department 
of Justice yesterday concerning an 
opinion submitted to President 
Roosevelt by Attorney-General Bon¬ 
aparte as to whether certain immi¬ 
grants who were landed in Southern 
California last fall are legally in this 
country. The opinion is that the im¬ 
migrants were entitled to admission 
to this country and that they are in 
the United States legally. This 
opinion agrees with that rendered 
upon the same by Solicitor Earle, of 
the Department of Commerce and 
Labor. The Attorney-General holds, 
however, that under the provision of 
the recently enacted immigration 
act, the immigrants in question could 
have been excluded. 


Say Salvage Work May Be Possible. 

Yokohoama, March 8.—Represen¬ 
tatives of the underwriters’ board, 
who today again visited the scene of 
the wreck of the Great Northern 
steamer Dakota, which ran ashore 
in the Bay of Tokio, March 3, re¬ 
port that salvage work is possible if 
time, weather and gear are adequate, 
but the fear is expressed that equi¬ 
noctial gales and the remoteness will 
preclude this. There will be another 
and closer survey tomorrow. 


Collegians Are Heavy Spenders. 

New Haven, March 8.—Statistics 
prepared by Professor W. B. Bailey 
show that the wealthy students of 
Yale spend eighty-two times as much 
for drinking and smoking as the 
poor students, the honor men dissi¬ 
pating only to one-fourth of the ex¬ 
tent. of the rich. 


Safe Makes 2,000-Mile Trip. 

Seattle, Wash., March 8.—The 
Bank of Seward, Alaska, sent a safe 
2,000 miles to have $59,000 removed 
from it in Seattle. The steamship 
Northwestern brought the safe, 
which was out of order, today. The 
time lock of the strong box had be¬ 
come deranged. 


Students Kill Their Teacher. 

Montebo, Oklahoma, March 8.— 
Perry Evans, a teacher in a country 
school near here, died from injuries 
inflicted by his pupils in revenge for 
his whipping a boy pupil. Arrests 
have followed. 


Breaks Freight Blockade. 

Seattle, Wash., March 8—The loss 
of the Dakota will relieve the freight 
congestion to a large extent on the 
Great Northern, as the Dakota’s car¬ 
go would tax the road’s carrying ca¬ 
pacity to the limit, to the neglect of 
local freights. 


Gunboat Princeton Sails. 

San Diego, Cal., March 8.—After 
taking on all the coal she could stow 
away, the gunboat Princeton left 
Tuesday night for San Salvador 
under hurry orders to join the Chi¬ 
cago in Central American waters. 
While the officers of the fleet will not 
talk much, It is understood that 
both the Chicago and the Boston are 
being made ready for orders so they 
can move quickly if needed. 


Terrorists Again at Deadly Work. 

Warsaw, March 8.—A bomb was 
thrown at noon today into a flat oc¬ 
cupied by Prince Argutynski, direc¬ 
tor of the Government High School. 
The premises were wrecked but the 
Prince was not injured. The bomb- 
thrower escaped. 


SENATOR BEVERIDGE POSES AS 
AN APOSTLE QF ANTI¬ 
STATES’ RIGHTS. 


Indiana Senator Goes on Record as a 
Staunch Advocate of Central¬ 
ization of Government. 


New York, March 8.—Senator 
Beveridge, addressing a banquet of 
the Indiana Association here last 
night, made a vigorous defense of a 
central government as against the 
doctrine of States rights. 

“The States,” he said, “could not 
| make internal improvements, so the 
| nation made them; the States could 
not prevent the scattering of obscene 
literature, so the nation did it; ttffi 
States could not suppress lotteries, 
so the nation did it; the States could 
not end the poisoning of the people 
by adulterated food, so the nation is 
ending it; the States could not com- 
i pel the sanitation of packing houses, 
the inspection of meats, so the nation 
I is compelling it; the States could not 
preserve the country’s forests, so the 
nation is preserving them; the States 
could not irrigate the arid West, so 
the nation is working that glorious 
and beautiful miracle; the States 
cannot end the murderous infamy of 
child labor, so the nation is going to 
do it; and this for tne saving of the 
nation. • 

“The States cannot attend to the 
buccaneers of our business life, and 
so the nation is going to control 
them, and this is for the benefit of 
the enormous majority of business 
men who are not buccaneers. 

“The Constitution is our ‘ordin¬ 
ance of national life,’ and not the 
articles of our national death It was 
meant to free the hands of the 
American people, and not to shackle 
them. Marshall so interpreted it in 
the courts; Lincoln so interpreted it 
in the council chamber; Grant so in¬ 
terpreted it on the battle-field. And 
today Roosevelt is following in their 
footsteps and thus obeying the wili 
of the American people.” 


ABOLISH ALL REDUCED FARES. 


Adverse Legislation Cause Railroads 

to Issue Sweeping Ultimatum. 

Ohania, Neb., March 8.—In retali¬ 
ation. culminating in the passage of 
a two-cent per mile passenger fare 
bill by the Nebraska Legislature and 
which went into effect today, all Ne¬ 
braska raijroads, Including the 
Union Pacific, Burlington, North¬ 
western, Missouri Pacific, Rock 
Island and Great Northern, issued 
circulars today absolutely abolish¬ 
ing all classes of reduced fares. The 
circular calls attention to the fact 
that it is the purpose to make the 
two-cent rate the only possible rate 
to apply on Nebraska passenger 
fares. 

WILL ENFORCE RECOGNITION. 

Turkey Said to be Slighting Ameri¬ 
can Schools and Missionaries. 

Constantinople, March 8.—It is 
Intimated the United States will 
shortly take more active measures 
to enforce its demand for official rec¬ 
ognition of the American schools and 
missionary establishments in Turkey, 
should the removals of the existing 
diffculty be much longer delayed. 

The ministerial committee ap¬ 
pointed to deal with the question has 
been sitting at the palace and has 
reaffirmed the -settlement arranged 
three years ago with the American 
embassy, and a new decree approv¬ 
ing the agreement has been submited 
to the Sultan. 

It is hoped that his majesty’s 
signature will remove the obstacles 
placed in the way of the proper ex¬ 
ecution of the arrangements. All 
the details necessary for the fulfill¬ 
ment of the agreement were decided 
upon by the American embassy, and 
the responsible departments of the 
Porte at the time the settlement was 
reached, and consequently Ambassa¬ 
dor Leishman has resolutely refused 
to consider all suggestions to reopen 
the discussion on the suhlect. 


New York, March 8.—These be un¬ 
happy days for the dogs of Nutely, 
N. J. All the curs of low degree j 
have met sudden death *nd now 
well-bred dogs are being sacrificed to 
the greed of small boys. Or, almost 
as bad, household pets, dogs of pedi¬ 
gree, are returning home minus 
their tails, whining and ashamed. 
For, unintentionally, the Nutely 
Town Council set a price on the dogs’ 
heads and their tails, too. 

Numerous complaints came to the 
Council that bodies of dogs littered 
the streets and menaced public 
health. So the Council offered $1 
reward to any one who would decent- 1 
ly bury a dog found dead on 
Nutley’s highway. The small boys 
instantly got busy and the day fol¬ 
lowing the Council’s action Town 
Clerk Rnsby was besieged with 
small claimants of money for bury¬ 
ing dogs. Vexed by the number of 
amateur grave-diggers the clerk de¬ 
murred. 

“What evidence have l that you 
buried the dogs?” he asked. 

“The next time,” replied one, j 
“we’ll bring you the evidence.” 

So they did. The mortality among 
homeless dogs became enormous and 
before putting them under ground 
the boys out off the dogs’ tails and 
took them to Clerk Rusbv as vouch-

ers. 

The supply of dogs ran short, but ’ 
the boys still yearned for cigarette 
money. So they did not hesitate to 
kill valuable dogs or to send them j 
home in a different condition than 
Bo-Peep’s sheep, which wagged their 
tails behind them.” Luckily for the 
Toms and Tabbies of Nutley, the 
boys did not. know that the Council 
offered 25 cents to any one burying 
a cat’s body. This fact is mentioned 
only because Councilman Conrad A. 
Joerg has grown wise to the dog-tail 
industry and will move at the next 
meeting of the Council to rescind 
the animal-burying resolution. The 
Councilman was waiting for a trolley 
car on a dark corner last night 
when he heard two boys talking of 
the money they made on tails last 
week and laying plans for future 
undertaking profits.

called. 

Thaw received the usual large 
number of letters today. A large 
number of relatives called. 

Kalton S«n IJuleting. 

Los Angeles, Cal., March 8.—The 
two days’ wind, which caused the 
Salton Sea to beat over the Southern 
Pacific tracks, has quieted so that re¬ 
pairs to the track may proceed. 


Went Ashore During Fog. 

Flushing, Holland, March 8.—The 
British steamer Cambridge, belong¬ 
ing to the Great Eastern Railroad 
Company of London, grounded this 
morning on Nolle Plaat during a 
fog. The sea is calm and the vessel 
porbably will get ofT at the next 
tide. This is the second steamer to 
be Imperiled on this coast since the 
steamer Berlin was wrecked a fort¬ 
night ago. 

The Cambridge was floated off the 
sand bank later in the day. She ap¬ 
parently suffered no damage and 
proceeded to Antwerp. 


Too Young to Be a Hero. 

La Crosse, Wis., March 8.—Em¬ 
mett Schrank, the 3-year-old hero 
who dragged his baby sister from a 
burning room, will receive no Carne¬ 
gie medal, upon the ground that he 
was too young to realize his danger. 


Hill Secures Spooner. 

St. Paul, Minn., March 8.—It is 
reported here that John C. Spooner, 
the retiring Senator, will become 
general counsel for the James J. Hill 
interests. 


FATHER AND SON ARE STILL AT 
OUTS AND THE BREACH 
MAY NOT HE HEALED. 


Founder of the Salvation Army Does 
Not Visit His Son While in 
New York City. 


New York, March 8.—William 
Ballington Booth, head of the Volun¬ 
teers of America, when asked last 
night, at his home at Montclair, N. J., 
whether the arrival here of his 
father, General William Booth, sig¬ 
nified a move toward amalgamation 
of the Volunteers and the Salvation 
Army, made a statement in reply in 
which he said all the knowledge he 
had of his father’s coming here was 
what he had seen in the newspapers. 
His last long letter to General Booth, 
he continued, was one of sympathy 
at the time of the death of his (Gen¬ 
eral William Booth s) daughter 
Emma, and this letter was answered 
by a secretary in the briefest and 
most distant manner. 

From this, General Ballington 
Booth and his wife, Maude Balling¬ 
ton Booth, had been ieft to infer that, 
the attitude of the Booth family to¬ 
ward them was precisely what it was 
when, for conscientious reasons, he 
and Mrs. Booth quit the Salvation 
Army. At that time they were in¬ 
formed, he said, that unless they 
came back to the Salvation Army 
and submitted to the Booth family’s 
dictates they would he looked upon 
as strangers or renegades. General 
Ballington Booth said that there was 
no likelihood whatever of the Volun¬ 
teers amalgamating with the Salva¬ 
tion Army. 


WOULD SAVE THE EMPIRE. 

Commercial Men of England Favor 
Reeipornl Trading 
London, March 8.—At today’s an¬ 
nual session of tlie Associated Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce of the United King¬ 
dom, a resolution was adopted ask¬ 
ing the Government to conduct nego¬ 
tiation at the forthcoming colonial 
conference with the object of pro¬ 
moting reciproal trading within the 
British Empire. 

Robert H. Reade, of Belfast, for¬ 
mer president .of the Chamber of 
Commerce in that city, who offered 
the resolution, said the colonies were 
denied preferential treatment and 
forced look elsewhere for better 
treat i Canada in particular, he 

said would seek for reciprocity with 
the United States, thus leading to the 
disintegration of the empire. 


Fruit Growers Object to H-Hour Day. 

Los Angeles, March 8.—Fruit 
packers and shippers are concerned 
over a bill now before the State 
Legislature which limits women’s 
working hours to eight a day. They 
declare that however excellent the 
proposed law, exceptions should have 
been Inserted to cover the fruit 
picking and packing seasons or busi¬ 
ness. 

They claim that such a law would 
cause much citrus fruit to spoil In 
many sections of the orchard country 
where the fruit must be packed im¬ 
mediately after picking, without re¬ 
gard to hours. Officials of the vari¬ 
ous citrus fruit oompanles of South¬ 
ern California are preparing to make 
their protest known to the State 
Legislators. 


Puter Is Not to Be Given Pardon. 

Portland, Ore., March 8.—United 
States Attorney W. C. Bristol said 
yesterday: 

“There is no truth in the state¬ 
ment that either Puter or Meldrum 
is to be pardoned in consideration of 
testimony given in the Hermann 
cases or otherwise. Puter’s trip to 
Washington was made subject to pro¬ 
cess and warrant and his alleged vio¬ 
lation had nothing to do with the 
matter. The Government is not in 
the business of buying testimony by 
extension of pardons. Puter will 
serve out his sentence and Meidrum 
will ultimately .surrender himself 
under the mandate of the Circuit 
Court of Appeals.”

Nor, itcontends, 
is that term a mere abbreviation of the 
Cival War term, “skedaddle”—itself 
the alleged off offspring of honorable 
Greek, Irish and Scandinavian verbs. 
“It is more likely,” says our authority, 
a portmanteau word, to quote the 
terms of Lewis Carroll, the creator of 
the immortal Alice—a word that conta¬ 
ins the meaning of‘skedaddle” and also 
of ‘shoo.”—New York Eveniug Post.
